Crowley and Jeffers Fac- 


tions Move for Peace 


at Jonesboro 


JONESBORO', Ark.—(/p)—Moving to 


settle finally the tangled and turbu- 
lent affairs of the Jonesboro Baptist 
Tabernacle which resulted from a dis- 
agreement two months ago between 
two dissenting pastors over church 
doctrine, opposing factions met at the 
tabernacle Sunday in a joint service, 
unmarked by serious discord. 


With the Rev. Dale S. Crowley, 46, 


pastor, in Craighcad county jail for 
action of the grand jury after he al- 
legedly shot and killed the church 
janitor, J. W. MacMurdro, 65, and the 
Rev. Joe Jeffers, militant evangelist 
with whom Crowley disagreed over a 
doctrinal question now in Florida, lay 
leaders presented a plan to have one 
faction buy Ihe church property. 


A 
committee composed of eight 


members of each group was named at 
the meeting, 'and asked to arrive at a 
compromise by which one 
faction 


might sell its tabernacle interest to 
the other. The Crowley faction, le- 
gally in possession of the building, 
asked postponement of the meeting 
until Monday to prepare an itemized 
statement of indebtedness and of the 
church's affairs. 


The service Sunday was conducted 


by Guy Pitts, lay leader of the Crow- 
ley group, and Jake 'Sharpe, leader of 
the 
Jeffers group. Each spoke 30 


minutes. 


There was no indication which group 


might take over ,the affairs of the 
church providing an agreement is 
reached, or what arrangements the 
other would make for u place to wor- 
ship.

EL DORADO, Ark.—The reputed 


coring of an excellent oil sand in a 
LaFayette county wildcat well, and 
preparations for a thorough test of a 
promising Union county wildcat, fea- 
tured the developments in the South 
Arkansas oil sector during the past 
week. 


Samples of a core taken from'the 


George Harper No. 2, on the Bodcaw 
Lumber company tract, in the ex- 
treme north end of LaFayette coun- 
ty, were shown here by owners of the 
well, and oil men expressed the opin- 
ion that the test should make a pro- 
ducer. 


The wildcat is in section 16-15-22, 


about seven miles northwest of Buck- 
ner, and is only a few hundred feet 
from a test drilled by the Humble Oil 
company six years ago, when a good 
oil sand was found. The location is 
nine miles southwest of the Waterloo 
field in Nevada county. The core was 
taken at a depth of 1198 feet. Harper, 
who will be remembered as a major 
league baseball player of considerable 
repute, lias temporarily forsaken the 
diamond for oil prospecting, and this 
in his second well in that vicinity.

Panco's Bride Questioned

A special session of the 


Hempstead county grand jury 
will be called Tuesday at 
Washington to hear charges 
against Andrew N- Panco, ar- 
rested here for an attempted 
bank fraud and with several 
hundred dollars worth pi 
stolen travelers' cheques in 
his possession. 


If indicted, a quick trial is expect- 


ed, probably the last of this week, 
during the present term of circuit 
court. 


Mrs. Estelln Mayhcw Panco, 20, was 


arrested Sunday at Hot Springs. Of- 
ficers announced they -found $200 in 
money orders in her possession, stolen 
in an American Express robbery at 
Hutchinson, Kansas, September 18. 


Her husband was arrested here Fri- 


day afternoon when he attempted to 
cash money orders at the Citizens Na- 
tional tfank, identified as taken in the 
same robbery, under the name of 
Howard Adams. 


Loot in Kansas'Robbery 


.C.M. Collins, special agent for the 
American Express company, announc- 
ed that he had traced the travelers' 
cheques in Panco's possession to those 
taken in the Kansas robbery, which 
amounted 
to $1,900. Collins named 


Panco as the bandit who entered the 
Hutchison station, held up a clerk at 
the point of a pistol and took $1,900 
in travelers' cheques while a com- 
panion waited in an automobile. 


Panco also was suid to be wanted 


for questioning in connection with 
the robbery of the Caddo, Trust com- 
pany at Ida, La., in February. 


Mrs. Panco, who formerly lived at 


Texarkana, was married to Panco in 
June, less than two weeks after first 
meeting him. The wedding was at 
Hot Springs. 


The loot taken from Mrs. Panco was 


found in a suit case, which officers 
broken open after she declared the 
case did not belong to her and that 
she carried no key for it, saying that 
that the case belonged to her hus- 
band. 


Mrs. Panco told officers she did not 


know the money orders were in the 
suit case, explaining "that my hus- 
band never tells me any of his busi- 
ness." 


"If my husband is engaged in any 


kind of illegal business, it is all news 
to me," she said.

returned her to Hope for questioning.

Robinson Foresees 


Real Threat War 


United States Will Con- 


tinue Efforts for Peace, 


Says Senator 


LITTLE ROCK—(£>)—Senator Joe T. 


Robinhon said Monday: 


"A crisis has been reached which 


threatens the success of the.cause of 
disarmament, as the result; of Ger- 
many's withdrawal from the disarm- 
ament conference and the League of 
Nations. 


"Indeed, many fear that this abrupt 


action by Chancellor Hitler may re- 
sult in very serious consequences re- 
lating to the peace of Europe." 


"The United,§tat4» if ejterting,and 


Will continue to exert its' good offices 
for peace," said the Democratic floor 
leader and member of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee of the senate. 


"Our people have had enough of 


war, and hi my opinion will look 
with horror on events which threaten 
a clash between two of the great 
peoples of Europe. 


There, in made public today a portion of the results,

Rockefeller, Jr., of the problem of liquor control. The 
study was conducted by Raymond />.

The State Alcohol Control Authority should be created as 


a special branch of the state government. It should, however, 
like a public corporation, be free from the traditional de- 
partmental restrictions which govern purchases, appropria- 
tions, personnel and similar business matters. The nature 
of its work, embracing as it does both regulatory and com- 
mercial functions, makes this essential. 


Witrin the definite tasks and respon.i) 


sibilities established by law, the pow- 
er of the Authority would be plenary. 
Although, as a mutter of form, the 
Authority .should be designated as 
being within the executive depart- 
ment of the state government, the 
power of the governor would extend 
only to appointment of its members. 
Approval of its bxidget should rest 
with the board of .directors, as in a 
private corporation. The same prin- 
cipal would apply also to all matters 
having to do with its finances, per- 
sonnel and purchases. The only ex- 
ception to this principle would be the 
right of the state auditor or comptrol- 
ler to audit the ttrunsuctions of the 
Authority on the direction of the gov- 
ernor. 


Method Mas Been Tried 


There is in this independence noth- 


ing novel or untried. In fact, it is 
fast being accepted 
as the logical 


ment of a large scale public enterprise 
(a) which is sclfsupporting through 
the ordinary commercial processes of 
buying and selling or charging for 
service, (b) which is- operating in a 
new and experimental field, (c) which 
must be accorded a broad delegation 
of powers and 
(d) which must be 


guaranteed freedom from the routine 
of bureaucracy, the instability of cur- 
rent elections and the annoyance of 
spoils politics. 


It is these considerations which ha\e 


led to such independent enterprises as 
the London Passenger Transport Au- 
thority, which owns and operates all 
the tram, bus, and underground trans- 
port facilities of London. The British 
Broadcasting 
Corporation is another 


such authority. In this country, we 
have similar organizations in the Port 
of New York Authority, various bridge 
authorities, and the recently organ- 


method of organizing the manage- ized Tennessee Valley Authority.

The endeavor 
to 
control liquor 


through handling of retail sales is, 
from the standpoint of management, a 
similar problem. It will be self-sup- 
porting; it requires experiment; it en- 
tails a broad delegation of powers, and 
it must be given a fair trial free from 
departmental, political or spoils inter- 
ference. The appropriateness of the 
Authority device and of its peculiar 
detachment from the ordinary depart- 
mental scheme is well attested by the 
fact that within the last quarter of 
a century no nation or slate which 
has adopted the plan has abandoned 
it. 


This docs not mean, however, that 


the board of directors, in most states, 
would not rely heavily upon the help 
of existing state departments. 
Co- 


operation 
is essential. 
Such staff 


agcnvies as the stale civil service, ac- 
counting, purchasing and budget of- 
fices should not be unnecessarily dup- 
licated. But the decision should be 
left entirely to the discretion of the 
Authority. 


The1 Authority would undoubtedly 


establish only u small inspectional ser- 
vice1 of iti own, because o fthe assis- 
tance to be derived from the state 
and municipal police, the state health 
inspector:; and tax department. Here 
again the power of 
the 
Authority 


should be complete to determine its 
course of action. There is no other 
way of fixing the responsibility. 


Disposition of Profit 


The plan for financing the Author- 


ity, whether by its own securities, as 
in the case of the Port of New York 
Authority, by applications, as is true 


of the Tennessee Valley Authority, or 
by state bonds, would have to be de- 
termined in each state on the basis of 
its constitutional provisions. At quart- 
erly intervals, following private cor- 
porate practice, the profits should be 
determined and paid over to the state 
treasiu-y as dividends. 


The profits of the Authority would, 


of course, be very large. Wherever 
liqcor sales monopolies have been es- 
tablished, or suggested, the proposal 
has appeared to 'ear-mark' at least a 
portion of these profits for temperance 
education or other purposes. 
With 


this proposal we are in disagreement. 
We are convinced that no social ac- 
tivity of the government should be 
financed by specially designated taxes. 
Temperance education, charities, old- 
age pensions, or any other welfare 
work should find their support in the 
general funds of the state in propor- 
tion to need and in competition with 
other demands. 


The profit policy of the Authority 


should be determined as a means of 
progressive liquor control, without re- 
guard to the revc'nde needs of hos- 
pitals, old-age pensions or temperance 
education. Ear-marking of revenues 
is contrary to sound public finance. 
Profits of the Authority, therefore, 
should go directly into the stute treas- 
ury without designation for any par- 
ticular purpose. 


Organization of Authority 


The Authority should be admin- 


istered by a Bourd of Directors of 
perhaps three members serving full

This brings the total number of fore, 


closures avoided from the beginning of 
the corporation's operations to 17,957, 
with dollar volume of $48,753,061.00. 


Simultaneously it was announced 


that the state branch offices of the 
corporation had during the week ten- 
tatively approved 7,129 individual ap- 
plications for urban home loans from 
the corporation to a total volume of 
$18,795,272.00. 
The total number of 


individual loan applications tenta- 
tively approved nationally up to Oc- 
tober 6 was 63,816, totaling $179,880,- 
468.00. 
i 


This dollar volume is 12.6 per cent 


higher than the total of tentative ap- 
provals up to September 30. 


Approvals in Arkansas for the week 


ending October 6 totaled 142, or $224,- 
582; 22 amounting to $50,986 with re- 
duction, and 120 amounting to $173,596 
without reduction. Twenty-one appli- 
cations totaling $14,841 were rejected 
before appraisal, and 5 totaling $2,338 
were rejected after appraisal. Five ap- 
plications of ?4,849 were withdrawn. 
Three loans of $10,283 were closed by 
'jond exchange transaction. Four fore, 
closures were averted, amounting to 
$11,392.

WASHINGTON.—The NBA is keep- 


ing what virtually is a Scoreboard on 
progress of the codes.

In eptember, 13 
and October already has seen 17 codes 
adopted, with hearing present and 
scheduled on 35 more,

the October figure will have changed 
—that's why the "Scoreboard" has the 
industrial names on sliding panels, so 


' they can keep ttifcm in,, the proper 


columns from day to oay, moving 
them forward from scheduled to 
adopted a« the eagle soars higher day 
by day.

So if you want any infor- 
mation on towns, or geology, or peo- 
ple of the Tennessee Valley region, 
the best place to get it is from the 
TVA library, Temporary Building F, 
Washington.

A mother's life would be 
far diferent. 
, 
I think Mother

baby's cry as nerve racking as she 
could, so his mother would run. 


Why does she run, or want to run, 


instantly to him? Think it over. Is 
it because she worries, or because 
she can't stand the penetrating wail 
that sets every fibre in her body on 
edge? The latter, to be sure, for as 
a rule she knows very well there is 
nothing the matter with him. He i? 
fat, well fed, comfortable and per- 
fectly healthy in every way. Yet 
in spite of all the doctors and ull the 
prophets, she instinctively does any- 
thing she can to shut off that sound. 


A little baby must have colic. He 


will, of course, cry with that. Or he 
may need changing and he'll cry for 
that, too. Perhaps he's hungry and he 
will voice this long before feeding 
time. All these things happen to the 
thriving baby. 
. A sick baby is a diferent matter, or 
an undernourished one. He will cry, 
of course, much of the time. 


But it is about the well baby we 


are speaking now and his mother's 
anxiety about nothing—why she feels 
that urge to pick • .hjm up Or amuse 
him, and the reason she does it. 


Babies Have to Cry 


There is no great harm done, by 


picking a baby up and even rocking 
and walking him. Babies have thrived 
on it for ages. All that happens is 
that this process ruins him socially in 
about two days. Babies are uncannily 
smart. Once rocked and walked, try 
and stop them. It takes a few min- 
utes to fix a habit and months to stop 
it, once begun. The mother who does 
it lets herhelf in for a siege. 


She will soon have a real cry baby 


on her hands who isn't willing to lie 
awake in his crib a single minute of 
his waking time. 


There is another thin? that many 


young mothers do not know about. 
When babies cry for 
nothing, they 


worry because they think there is 
seme terrible hidden trouble they 
haven't discovered. 


The truth is that babies have to cry 


just as they have to kick. There are 
certain lung pockets that do not open 
all the way at birth and can be in- 
flated only as they should be, by lusty 
squalls that draw the breath in deed. 


Every young mother should keep 


these things in mind. But if a baby 
cries too much, or seems to strain 
himself dcing so, it is wise to take up 
the subject of crying with the doctor. 
He will know if there is danger of 
the little fellow doing himself any 
real harm by over-exertion.

NEW YORK.—The physical collapse 


of the veteran John 
H.- McCooey, 


Brooklyn boN and ally of Tummany 
Chief John P. Curry, atop the ap- 
proach of the end of his 22nd year of 
undisputed reign, was the high light 
of Wednesday's frenzied political de- 
velopments, 


McCooey. forced to yield to th» ma- 


jority of his rebellious district lead- 
ers, demanding a showdown meeting 
of their executive 
committee 
next 


Monday night, suffered n heart attack 
after announcing loyalty to Mayor 
John P. O'Brien "bolt or no bolt, to 
the bitter end." Wednesday night ho 
was reported 111 in his home, with a 
physician, two trained urses and mem- 
bers of his family in constant attend- 
ance. His son, the youthful Supremo 
Court Justice John McCooey Jr., waa 
called from the bench to his father's 
bedside. The Brooklyn boss. 69, has 
suffered from a heart ailment for two 
years end this waa aggravated by n 
cold and excitement attendant upor 
Tuesday's meeting of his revoltlni 
lieutenants. 


As the bolting Brooklyn distric 


leaders concentrated their plans foi 
stripping McCooey of all but nominal 
power, Tammany leaders continued 
to climb aboard the McKee bandwag- 
on because of their growing certainty 
that O'Brien is facing defeat in his 
fight for re-election. Others awaited 
some word from former Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith, although his aloofness from 
the intraparty strife daily is becom- 
ing more apparent. 


The Independent Recovery party's 


leader, Joseph V. McKee, meanwhile, 
turned on the fireworks in his sensa- 
tional campaign. Before some 18,000 
followers in and around Cooper Un- 
ion hall Wednesday night he swore 
that he would enforce rigid municipal 
economy and drive out all political 
bosses, if elected, and he extended no 
immunity to Judge Samuel Seabury, 
cad fusionist campaigner. In his par- 
y's "gratification rally" he made his 
rst direct attack on his opponent in 
IB mayoralty race. 
He described O'Brien as a "well-in- 
entioned and impotent factor" and 
iorella H. La Guardia, the fusion 
undidate us an "explosive opportun- 
st" with an "inordinate desire for 
ublicity." 
Judge Seabury, spcpking for fusion 
orces, charged 
Postmaster General 


ames A. Farley and Secretary of 
Itate Edward J. Flynn, the Bronx 
jader, with organillng "plug-ugly dis- 
rict leaders and others seeking spec- 
il privileges" behind the McKee can- 
idacy. 
Republican defections to the McKee 
ause continued, although at a slower 
»ce than the Democratic, with pro- 
ecovery party announcements from 
tie United States marshal, Ray Mul- 
igan, party leader for many years, 
nd Milton Sittenfield, former legal 
ssociato of Samuel Koenig. the New 
fork leader recently deposed after 22 
ears of service.

time and engaging in no other occu- 
pation. Salaries og board members 
should be fixed at a sufficiently high 
level to insure aceptiince of appoint- 
ment by persons of outstanding abil- 
ity. The term of office should be long 
enough to give the directors an oppor- 
tunity to develop fully the policies 
which they have begun. A long term 
promotes 
independence as well as 


freedom from concern about rcap- 
pointment. 
We 
suggest, therefore, 


that board members be appointed by 
the governor for nine years with over- 
laping terms, subject to removal only 
for cause. 


The board would be concerned with 


thu determination of all matters of 
policy entrusted to it by law, and 
with settlement of complaints and dis- 
putes. In determining policy and in 
making the required rules and regu- 
lations, its duties would be quasi-leg- 
islative in nature. In hearing com- 
plaints with regard to the working of 
any phase of the plan or in trying 
charges against its employes, its duties 
would be of a quasi-judicial char- 
acter. A board of at least three mem- 
bers would be required in the exer- 
cire of these powers. 


In connection with an undertaking 


of such magnitude as the proposed 
Authority is bound to be, a distinction 
should be made between the policy- 
determining function find the execu- 
tive function. A chief executive of- 
ficer, called perhaps a Managing Di- 
rector, would seem to be necessary to 
carry on the work of the Board in 
accordance with the spirit and aims of 
establishing policies. The Managing 
Director's-relation to the Board should 
be similar to that of a corporation 
chief executive to his board of di- 
rectors. It would probably be wise to 
give hmi the right to appoint all sub- 
ordinate oficers for the approval of 
the board. 


The operating organization would 


conceivably have the following prin- 
cipal units: 
(1) division of retail 


shops and agencies, 
(2) division of 


permits, (3> treasury, 
(-1) bureau of 


inspection. 
(5) 
central 
purchasing 


bureau, (6) bureau of personnel, (7) 
bureau of records and statistics. Pro- 
vision should also be made for a small 
legal Ktal, u chemist, and others. All 
employes required to man these units 
should be selected on a merit basis in 
accordance with a routine established 
by the Managing Director. 


Flexibility Needed 


In outlining this organization we 


have intended to give only general 
suggestions. The Authority should be 
1'roe under the law to create its own 
organization. The point we wish to 
stress is thnl the 
Authority Board 


members should refrain from attempt- 
ing the detailed management of opera- 
tions, entrusting this function rather 
to a competent, high salaried, per- 
manent and loyal executive. ]f such 
a Managing Director is chosen, the 
details: of organization should be left 
to him. 


"We emphasize again that, in the 


creation of the Authority and in thu 
definition of its powers, broad latitude 
must be provided. All things consid- 
ered, we believe it to be preferable 
to place reliance upon the spirit of the 
enabling legilsation rather than upon 
a multitude of legal prohibitions, lim- 
itations, and directions which would 
cripple und thwart thu Authority at 
every turn.

Active in Pools 


•Further. Wiggin himself is known to 
have been an active market pool op- 
erator, and his intimate knowledge of 
thci-u activities is expected to be ex- 
ploited by Pecora to clarify further 
this phase of market operations. 


Wiggin should be an interesting wit- 


ness. He is a generously proportioned, 
jo.vial, hard-working man, who went 
to the Chase National as one of its- 
myriad vice presidents some 28 years 
ago. 
Under his domination it became 


the largest bank in the country, and 
its: fingers wcru thrust into many pies 


now regarded as indigestible to well- 
behaved banks. 


Through a network of affiliates and 


connection*, Chase touched, you might 
say, every major financial situation in 
the world. 


Grief 
followed. 
Wiggin's 
Chase 


weathered the 1929 crash very well. 
But in 1930 and 1931 the boat" began 
to rock. The failures of Pynchon & 
Co. and Fox Film,found Wiggin try- 
ing in vain to gee them through. 


Wiggin had been the first to lend 


great hums to Germany after the war. 
These froze tight 511 i»32, and mil- 
lion;: in Chase funds stil lare tied up 
there. 
WiRfiin had to step down as 


president and give way to Winthrop 
Williams Aldrich, who dissolved the 
securities affiliate, Chase Securities 
Corporation, wrote of millions in bad 
obligations, and returned Chase Na- 
tional to a more simple commercial 
banking structure. 


Early this year, 
Wiggin stepped 


further down to a mere directorship 
and the 
Rockefeller 
domination of 


Chase through Aldrich became offcial, 
though an accomplished fact for nearly 
three years. 


Wiggin's explanation of why banks 


flooded the country with speculative 
foreign securities has become a clas- 
sic. Said he, "A banker is like a 
groceryman. He gives the public what 
it wants." 


Worked Long Hours 


Wiggin, in the palmy days when his 


72 directors were running the Chase, 
was a busy man. He was a director 
in some 40 corporations, and often at- 
tended 16 meetings a day, becoming j 
known for the long hours he worked. 


Distinctly 
a 
self-made 
man, he 


entered banking at 17, without the 
advantage of a college education. He 
was a bank vice president at 29, and 
piloted Chase to its all-time high of 
assets of $2,697.000,000 in 1931.

KITCHEN 
Serve Chestnuts With Meat As a 


Stuffing or Vegetable 
BY SISTER MARY 
NBA. Service Writer 


Nuts usually are served with no 


thought of their food value. Every- 
one likes them and they are regard- 
ed as more of a "treat" 'than a source 
of actual nourishment. However, a 
study of their composition reveals 
their worth as a food. 


It's decidedly gratifying to know 


that both the mineral content and cal- 
oric value of nuts compare favorably 
with those staple and . wholesome 
foods, meats, eggs, cereals and beans. 
Peanuts, butternuts and almonds con- 
tain more protein than any \6f. these 
foodstuffs. Furthermore, their pro- 
tein is of high quality. English wal- 
nuts contain more protein than eggs 
or oatmeal, but less than beefsteak or 
dried beans. 


Rich in Minerals 


When it comes to mineral content, 


nuts are a better source of calcium 
and phosphorus than either meat or 
eggs. Pecans are the only nut classi- 
fied as being rich in iron. However, 
they are poor in protein and phos- 
phorus. 


The vitamin B content of walnuts 


equals eggs and meat. All nuts lack 
vitamin C but their A content equals 
meat. 


The question of the digestibility of 


nuts is often under discussion. Nut 
oils are not indigestible, but like all 
fats, they do take time to digest. Fine- 
ly chopped or ground nuts and nut 
butters are more easily digested than 
nuts in their natural state. Thorough 
mastication is essential if full value is 
derived from nuts and unless older 
children and adults are willing to do 
this, it is better to use the ground pro- 
ducts. We should folio wthe example 
of the squirrel with his nibble when 
we eat nuts. 


Chestnuts With Meat 


The raw starch of chestnuts is dif- 


ficult to digest, but if they are roast- 
ed or boiled they become digestible 
just like any starchy vegetable. Chest- 
nuts, because o! their high starch con- 
tent are splendid to serve with meat 
as a stuffing or as a vegetable. 


There are innumerable ways in 


which nuts may be used to add inter- 
est to other foods. Combined with 
vegetable's, they make substantial main 
dishes. Added to salads and desserts, 
they do much to increase the nourish- 
ment of these courses. In bread, they 
are a valuable agent toward amend- 
ing the protein deficiencies of grains.
